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February  15,  19S7*  a wll-knov/n  physician  of  Jiamaroneek,  N.  Y.,  was  watch- 

ing  teleTi^sion'with  his  wife  when  she  noticed  a bright  light  outside  the  eastv/ard- 
— facing" picture  vrindov;  in  their  living  room*  Both  of  them  Trent  outdoors j to  the 
terrace,  vriiere  they  saw  the  object  as  "about  twice  as  big  as  the  landing  light  on 
' a plane."  It  vras  oval,  vri.th  a bright  vAilte  center  and  a red-and-pinlc  "aura" 
around  the  edge.  It  v/as  sv/inging  back  and  forth  like  a pendulum  in  an  arc  of 
about  10  degrees;  the  s'/rlngs  vrere  north-south  and  rather  slow.  Then,  from  the 
top  of  the  object,  four  smaller  objects  emerged  in  pairs,  two  from  the  ri^t 
"edge"  and  two  from  the  left.
